the members of his family and his busi- 
ness associates. 


Planned for Future. 


Death came to Mr. .leffery in the very 


zenith of his career aj a manufacturer. 
When he started' for the trip to the 
orient he had planned many things for 
the advancement of the automobilcrbosi- 
nesc. and~li(> h*d laid "down' theT'woVt? 
only for a brief holiday. His death re- 
moves a man who ha» been one of the 
makers of thrt great automobile industry, 
.iiid few men Jn the business were wider 
known in this country and throughout 
the world. 
T-ie was the second man in 


the. United States to begin the manufac- 
ture of bicycles, and he was among the 
first to see the great po.siibilities of the 
automobile as a commcrciel product. 


Born in Stoke, Devonshire, England, on 


Feb. n. 1845, he was educated at his 
Knglish home ami when 18 years of age 
he came to America and to Chicago. For 
several years he was engaged it a manu- 
facturer of astronomical mid other in- 
struments of precision. Later he was en- 
gaged :is a manufacturer of patent mod- 
cl« and railway velocipedes, but he be- 
came a power in 
the 
manufacturing 


world when the bicycle began to come 
into vogue. 


Invented Clincher Tire. 


In 1873 he joined with R. Phillip Gor- 


inully. who died in Chicago in 185)8. un- 
der the firm name of Gormully & Jef- 
fery. 
Mr. .leffery invented the clincher 


tire, after which all practical tires were 
patterned. The. Gormully & Jeffery Co. 
continued in business in Chicago until 
Ififlfl, when the great plant was-sold to 
the American Bicycle Co. Two years 
before this time Mr. .leffery had begun 
to turn bis attention to the manufac- 
ture of automobiles.

if excited persons, including hundreds of 
Americans, craned their necks to get an 
arly glimpse of the distinguished Amer- 
cnn. 


As soon as the gang plank had been 


owered the official part yof welcome 
>oarded the steamer and was conducted 
aloft to the bridge, where the Rooscvclts 
were bidding goodbye to the captain. 
Jordial greetings were exchanged. Mr. 
Rooserelt, attired in a grey sack suit 
»nd wearing a sift black hat, appeared in 
splendid health and spirits.

'(lining from off the lake gives the fairest 
if notice to all concerned, don't be too 
•ash in this early spring business, Many 
L time in the weeks ahead from off the 
ake will come unexpected winds with 
at times even storms the weather service 
finds it impossible to predict, it is for 
this reason that along the lake shore con- 
ditions are quite often at outs with 
those duly advertised under the head of 
weather probabilities. 


While March ws.s an unusual month, 


very much so everywhere, it was even 
more so as it were, all along the dis- 
tricts 
subject to influences from 
the 


great lakes. There was less of these cold 
March lake winds, no rain except the lit- 
tle that fell during the opening thunder 
storm of the year, and the average tem- 
perature exceeding the normal of the 
month. But while apparently the spring 
[IMS opened early there is no certainty of 
March conditions continuing and the two 
coining months may be of the usual lake 
shore variety. 


It cannot be claimed our Aprils and 


Mays are particularly springlike, though 
in In-tween are beautiful days, these per- 
iods likely to be interfered with by 
boisterous" northeasters or southeasU-rs 
or something of that sort. 


It is well to be prudent. Don'-t let 


your fires go out too early and take to 
summer garments either, too previous. 
Better be uncomfortable occasionally u 
fi;w hours than to run serious risks. 


Hut if the spring lime on the lake 


shore is variable, the summers are glor- 
ious and succeeded by an equally glor- 
ious fall. So right here on the shores nf 
old Lake Michigan is to be found the 
finest climate, the most bracing airs 
and the cheeriest of sunshine. It is not 
objectionable that there are vagaries in 
our weather, for nature herself is full of 
such and hns merely admitted Racine 
as a sharer of her moods.

The measure introduced by Sena-tor 


Smoot a-s to wiitor powers."puts a dif- 
ferent face upon the matter.. A previ- 
ous bill deprived the government of a.11 
control, giving it to tho states, but the 
Smoot bill does a good deal better. This 
requires the government to confer upon 
the states full power of leasing these 
water power?, -but ii) no case whatever 
shall the title .pass from 
the 
govern- 


ment. These leases can not be extend- 
ed in perpetuity but only for reason- 
able periods of- time and this specifical- 
ly stated. The land so 
leased 
along 


side of the streams with water powers 
can not be used for any other purpose, 
and must be devoted to the development 
of water power. It is understood these 
powers are to be charged for, as the 
states ure given the right to 
make 


charges but in only -ten year periods. 
Further no state, may grant any leases 
that the operations of such tend to es- 
tablish «ny monopoly, meaning as in- 
ferred, not a monopoly of the particu- 
lar power, such as the lease Would con- 
fer the sole right to that 
particular 


power, but no person or firm or corpora- 
tion monopolizing any product shall be 
permitted to receive such a lease from 
a state. 


Should any state do anything differ- 


ent as to these .water power streams to 


right to lease, than is provided for by 
the law, the state forfeits 
the 
land. 


This Smoot Inw would seem to embrace 
a. part of other propitious but the 
plan of reserving'the clear title in the 
government and limiting the period of 
leases, seems to be right;

the United States, and the attorney gen 
oral will shortly precipitate judicial wa 
by asking the supreme court of Kansa 
to declare the actions of the 
federa 


court null and void and the temporary 
injunction held invalid, issiied, prevent 
i-ig the application of the bunk guarar 
tee law. 


This of course involves tho question 


is the slate -supreme court superior t< 
the federal district court at Topeko, am 
if it is, then it follows Kansas is super 


ior' to the United States supreme court 
at Washington.

courts 


may prevent the operation of state laws, 
prudence and common sense would dic- 
tate that this new order of things hav- 
ing arisen, called for equally/ a. new order 
of things as relates to matters judicial.

amendments have

guarded against certain matters such 
as issuing of securities as 
might be 


done, though this point is understood 
to have been now fixed right. Around 
these points the contest has raged. To 
most people all •these measures includ- 
ing postal banks need to be very care- 
fully examined and every weak 
point 


thrown out and effective ones inserted. 
The fifty per cent provision allowing 
roads to buy up the other half can not 
be held to be of that effectiveness in 
preventing railroads from owning every 
competing line desired, and tbe provision 
could be gracefully given up by the ad- 
linistration.

DRINKING CUP TO GO. 


Will be Lawfully Put Out of Business at 


Street Corner Fountains Sept. i. 


Sn much has been published relative 


to the unsanitary drinking cup-that it is 
almost impossible to say anything; nrw 
relative to the dangers of its longer use 
at fountains on the street corners, in 
public schools, railway trains anil other 
places. After September ], 11)10. it will 
be unlawful in Wisconsin to furnish the 
common cup. The new rule, adopted by 
the state board ot' health Jiuiuury 23, 
haw been given the ln«>' sanction by 
publication last week in the official state 
paper tend it in provided that it take ef- 
fect on and after September 1. 


Jt is now up to the city of Racine to 


furnish sanitary drinking fountains on 
the streets, or close up the present ones. 
Most of the schools have been provided 
with (hern and by September 1 there 
will not, be a single old style drinking 
eup in tlif oduca'tfon-al institutions of 
the citv. 


"Well, navigation is about, to open," 


said Captain James Knsson today. "Al- 
though 1 havu been retired from the 
hikes a great many yen", said the old 
navigator, it gives me the fever every 
time the ice disappears from the lake 
and the vessels commence fitting out. 


"Of course things are different now 


tlmii they were fifty years ago. Then 
it, was ali sn.il vessels, but now these are 
disappearing and I venture to say that 
within a very short period only big stea- 
mers and barges wilt plough the great 
lakes. 


"These niohsler ships, carrying thous- 


ands of bushels of gram and general 
freight; millions of feet of lumber and 
towing barges, have crowded the schoon- 
er out and those loft are hardly able 
to make both ends meet. 


"When 1 came hero in the year 1843 ( 


there wiw no harbor, only bridge piers 
and when 1 was fifteen years old and 
shipped on the schooner Mary Ann Leon- 
ard, my career as a seaman was on. 
Then 1 sailed on the Emeline Leonard, 
Uleiiacker and the Whirlwind. 
In 1853 


1 was made master of t/he Lydia Ann 
and I sailed in the revenue cutter Erie 
in IS.j'l; sailed the schooner Traveler, 
Liberty, Norway, Isaac Taylor, Lydia 
Case, bark A. P. Nichols; Hungarian and 
barge Seymour. 


"But as I said before, things have 


changed since those good old days. Then 
the lleet here embraced some of the larg- 
est and most valuable vessels on the 
lakes and the freights were way up and 
ships made all kinds of money. 
The 


lumber yards were large nnd grain ele- 
vators shipped wheat to every port of 
entry.

years of age, and the president would not 
appoint a man that old.

seasoned, but not over 50 years of age. 
Then he could serve till he was 70, and 
really be a valuable man. 
This is the 


age for young, active men."

Pennsylvania 
Railroad company 
has 


made a voluntary increase of 0 per cent 
in the pay of all employes, who now get 
less than $300 per month. The raise U 
to be horizontal and effective from the 
first of next month. About 17.~>,000 men 
are affected. Notices were posted at 7 
o'clock last night at all division points 
on the Pennsylvania lines east of Pitts- 
burg. It is nnderstool that a similar ad- 
vance will apply on the lines west of 
Pittsburg. 


Jn 1907 the Pennsylvania made a hori- 


zontal wage increase of 10 per cent. The 
present action indicates that broadmind- 
ed railroad managers recognize the jus- 
tice of the country-wide agitation for 
higher wages bused on the increased coat 
of living. 


.It was announced this afternoon that 


the six per cent wage increase given to 
the Pennsylvania railway company em- 
ployes also applies to employes on the 
Pennsylvania's lines west of Pittsburg 
who receive less than $300 a month.
